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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-14 are pending in the application for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Forslow (US Pat No. 6,608,832). 

Regarding claim 12, referring to Figs 2 and 9-10, Forslow teaches a 
communication system comprising: 

a circuit-switched (CS) domain (see Fig 2, element 35); 

an IP Multimedia Subsystem (IMS) (see Fig 2, element 51); and 

an interworking Mobile Switching Center (iMSC) that translates CS domain 
commands to Session Initiation Protocol (SIP) procedures and performs interworking 
between supplemental services invocations (see Figs 2 and 9-10; col. 2, Ins 44-63; col. 
14, Ins 25-50; and col. 16, In 51 -col. 17, In 61). 
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Regarding claim 13, referring to Figs 2 and 9-10, Forslow teaches the 
communication system in accordance with claim 12, wherein the iMSC performs 
interworking between supplemental services query procedures (see Figs 2 and 9-10; 
col. 2, Ins 44-63; col. 14, Ins 25-50; and col. 16, In 51-col. 17, In 61). 

Regarding claim 14, referring to Figs 2 and 9-10, Forslow teaches the 
communication system in accordance with claim 12, wherein the iMSC performs 
interworking between supplemental services control procedures (see Figs 2 and 9-10; 
col. 2, Ins 44-63; col. 14, Ins 25-50; and col. 16, In 51-col. 17, In 61). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed.
